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Editorial  Comment 


The  Records  Number  of  Conference 
Pointers  is  one  of  the  most  im.portant 
issues  of  the  paper.  Preserve  your  copy — 
don’t  destroy  it.  It  will  prove  to  be  of 
great  interest  to  you  in  the  coming  days 
when  you  want  to  live  over  again  the 
days  spent  at  Conference  Point.  Study 
the  number  now.  Check  up  on  yourself; 
see  what  you  accomplished.  Get  your 
own  measure  and  ask  yourself  the  ques- 
tion, “Could  I have  done  better?” 


Your  Note  Book  is  the  index  of  your 
real  achievements  at  Conference  Point. 
For  two  weeks  you  sit  under  instructors 
who  are  chosen,  not  only  because  they 
understand  their  subjects,  but  especially 
because  of  their  ability  to  present  their 
m.aterial  in  a happy,  attractive  and  yet 
forceful  m.anner.  The  conditions  under 
which  the  classes  are  conducted  are  ideal, 
for  the  m,ost  part,  small,  congenial  groups, 
in  bright,  open  air  class  rooms  or  the  out- 
of-doors,  informal,  and  restful  in  every 
sense  of  the  word.  Furthermore,  it  will 
be  remembered  that  the  courses  are  most 
skillfully  arranged  so  that  rarely  does  a 
camper  have  two  “heavy”  subjects  in 
succession.  Instead,  it  is  usually  a jump 
from  Sunday  school  plans  to  woodcraft, 
then  to  four-fold  life  and  playground 
gam.es,  etc.  The  whole  program  is  planned 
to  call  out  your  best.  . Your  note  book, 
then,  is  a pretty  safe  index  of  your  capacity 
for  intake.  It  is  your  own  product.  You 
put  down  the  things  that  impress  you. 
Everyone  in  the  class  is  on  equality.  All 
hear  the  same  statements  of  the  instructor. 
When  you  begin  to  write  is  where  your 
quality  begins  to  show.  It  is  not  how  much 
you  put  in  your  note  book,  but  how  good. 
The  note  book  marks  last  year  ranged 


from  a subnormal  58,  to  a magnificent  98. 
Seventy  is  passing,  and  when  one  falls 
below  this  mark,  their  return  to  camp  is 
doubtful.  Check  up  on  yourself.  Under 
the  above  ideal  conditions  did  you  give 
your  best  a real  chance  in  last  year’s  camp? 

Letters:  This  is  an  opportune  time  to 

reiterate  the  oft  repeated  statements 
made  at  camp  regarding  the  awarding  of 
the  four-fold  letters.  Your  work  in  camp 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  letter  awards. 
The  questionnaire,  when  carefully  filled 
out,  is  a faithful  blue  print  of  your  mutual, 
physical,  religious,  and  social  development. 
You  are  charted  according  to  your  answers, 
and  the  letters  are  awarded  according  to 
your  standing.  You  may  get  one,  two, 
three,  or  four,  but  remember,  it  is  you 
getting  your  own  personal  award  for  what 
you  are,  and  this  is  the  hard  thing  for  some 
campers  to  understand.  You  are  not 
competing  against  anyone  in  the  letter 
awards.  It  does  not  necessarily  prove 
that  the  four-letter  man  is  better  than  the 
two-letter  man.  It  may  prove,  however, 
that  the  two-letter  man  majored  in  two 
sides  of  his  life  to  the  unconscious  neglect 
of  the  other  two.  A little  checking  up, 
a shifting  of  the  emphasis,  measuring  up 
to  his  prescription,  may  prove  him  to  be 
greatly  the  superior  of  the  fellow  who 
“cheeks  in”  fourfold  on  his  first  question- 
naire. This  should  also  serve  as  a caution 
to  four  letter  campers.  Four  letters,  you 
know,  does  not  necessarily  mean  per- 
fection.

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A Challenge  to  Service 


The  following  message  to  the  Geneva 
campers  was  written  by  Ryntha  Shelby, 
Pennsylvania,  while  confined  to  bed 
through  illness.  Ryntha  has  surely  caught 
the  true  Geneva  service  spirit. 

^^HESE  days  we  are  likely  to  use  the 
words  that  the  war  has  brought  into 
frequent  use.  Service  is  one  of  these  words, 
not  that  it  is  a new  word,  but  it  is  on  our 
lips  often  since  the  World  War  has  brought 
us  to  the  place  of  serving.  Now  since  the 
service  of  the  war  is  over,  there  is  a large 
and  greater  service  to  which  the  Christian 
people  must  respond. 

Everyone  must  serve  in  some  way, 
and  in  our  serving  we  either  serve  Satan 
or  God,  for  there  is  no  middle  ground. 
No  one  can  serve  two  masters,  for  either 
he  will  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other, 
■or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one  and  despise 
the  other,  and  to  be  a friend  of  the  Master 
we  must  serve  Him,  “For  ye  are  my 
friends  if  you  do  whatsoever  I command 
•you.” 

We  all  have  some  natural  talents.  There 
is  some  line  of  work  that  comes  to  us 
•very  easily.  Some  girls  have  the  talent 
•to  sing  and  if  this  talent  be  developed  and 
consecrated  to  God  it  will  be  a wonderful 
•power  for  good.  So  we  all  have  gifts 
according  to  the  grace  that  is  given  to  us, 
whether  it  be  singing  or  talking,  let  us  use 
them  in  the  service  of  the  Master.  Every 
believer  also  has  a definite  spiritual  gift 
for  service.  “To  every  man  his  work, 
•some  Apostles,  some  prophets  and  doc- 
tors” a life  of  service  is  a life  which  means 
the  giving  up  of  one’s  self  entirely  to  do 
the  will  of  God.  It  is  most  important  for 
us  to  remember  that  we  are  in  the  world 
not  to  do  our  own  will,  but  the  will  of  God, 
in  other  words,  I am  not  here  to  get  rich, 
or  to  have  pleasure  or  to  gain  wisdom,  or 
to  exercise  authority,  but  to  do  the  things 
God  wants  me  to  do. 

Service  has  two  directions.  It  is  toward 
God  and  toward  man.  Every  power  I 
have,  physically,  mentally  or  spiritually, 
which  comes  to  me,  of  any  kind  whatso- 
ever— all  my  time,  all  my  daily  occupa- 
tions, all  my  associations  are  to  be  brought 
to  one  focus^ — to  serve  God.  This  service 
can  be  rendered  in  whatsoever  we  do, 
no  matter  how  simple,  in  God’s  name. 
“Whether  we  eat  or  drink,  or  whatever 
we  do,  we  are  to  do  all  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus.”  This  makes  everything 


holy,  even  the  common  routine  of  the  day. 
It  makes  the  struggle  and  the  denials  as 
well  as  the  breathing  and  drinking  a part 
of  the  devotion  of  the  soul  towards  God. 
Think  of  the  inspiration  of  that!  If  I 
take  care  of  my  body.  If  I eat  rny  break- 
fast thankfully,  if  I read  my  book,  or  write 
my  letter,  or  sell  my  goods,  or  teach  my 
classes  or  make  my  clothes,  or  paint  my 
picture  with  the  realization  that  in  doing 
it  I am  serving  God,  must  there  not  then 
come  a perfect  glory  of  light  about  all 
these  things  which  shall  make  them  very 
dear  and  very  sacred? 

There  is  also  a great  need  of  training 
for  service.  “Be  instant  in  season  and  out 
of  season” — Paul’s  words  to  Timothy 
express  the  highest  terms  for  fitness  for 
service.  We  are  to  be  trained  unwavering- 
ly^ zealously  and  urgently.  This  charac- 
ter is  to  be  maintained  in  season  and  out 
of  season.  Jesus  trained  the  early  disciples, 
and  the  Father  trained  Jesus  at  the  throne 
and  He  came  and  taught  as  never  man 
spake.  The  age  is  requiring  men  and 
women  to  be  trained  as  never  before. 
Take  for  instance,  the  men  who  went  to 
battle;  how  well  they  were  trained  before 
they  attempted  the  biggest  job  America 
bas  ever  undertaken.  The  church  and 
Sunday  school  have  just  as  large  a task 
and  need  trained  workers. 

Today  we  have  greater  opportunities  and 
institutions  for  training  than  we  have  ever 
had,  with  our  splendid  schools  and  colleges 
and  then  think  what  a tremendous  oppor- 
tunity for  training  for  service  in  the 
Sunday  school  camps  of  North  America, 
especially  dear  old  Lake  Geneva,  which 
has  meant  so  much  to  every  camper. 
Here  we  have  received  a vision  of  the 
world’s  needs  and  of  real  service  for  our 
comrade  Jesus.  Here  we  learned  to  be 
prompt  and  obedient,  and  to  be  unselfish 
and  live  for  others.  Here  we  have  gotten 
an  all  around  training,  fourfold,  modeled 
after  the  life  of  Jesus,  socially,  mentally, 
physically  and  spiritually,  in  wisdom  and 
stature  and  in  favor  with  God  and  man. 

Then  the  sphere  of  service  is  large,  to 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth,  among 
all  nations,  the  field  is  the  world  and 
among  every  creature.  About  seventy- 
five  per  cent  of  our  boys  and  girls  drop 
out  of  tbe  Sunday  school  before  they  are 
sixteen  years  old.  This  is  an  open  door  for 
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service.  Are  you  campers,  and  those 
who  are  not  campers,  trying  to  stop  this 
gre&.t  leakage  in  our  schools?  Every- 
where thete  is  a iieed  for  trained  teachers. 
Many  schools  cannot  meet  the  standard 
requirements  because  of  lack  of  leaders. 
Many  new  schools  Could  be  organized  if 
there  were  sufficient  leadership. 

Think  of  the  need  of  the  mission  field 
aPd  of  the  war  shattered  nations,  and  yet 
one  who  knows  conditions  in  India  and 
saw  conditions  at  the  battle  front  says  there 
is  more  Peedless  suffering  among  the 
women  and  children  of  ‘India  in  a day  than 
there  has  evpr  been  behind  the  battle 
lines  of  France.  Millions  of  women  and 
children  die  in  hopeless  misery.  Here  in 
America  we  have  a doctor  for  every 
six  hundred  people,  but  on  the  niisgion 
field  they  have  one  medical  missionary 
for  every  two  million  five  hundred  people. 
We  have  a preacher  of  the  Gospel  ’for 
every  seven  hundred  people,  where  every 
one  out  of  three  profess  some  form  of 
adherence  to  the  Army  df  Christ,  but 
on  the  Piission  field  one  minister  has 
seven  hunlired  thousand  people  to  Whom  he 
must  preach.  This  is  a great  open  door  for 
service. 

Every  camper  will  meet  this  challenge, 
if  you  have  the  true  spirit  of  Geneva,  for 
it  is  there  we  get  inspiration  to  serve  the 
whole  year  through,  and  if  you  are  not 
being  true  to  the  Geneva  spirit,  I challenge 
you  to  these  great  noble  tasks,  and  for  the 


greatest  leader  of  the  world.  Jesus  is  the 
Captain  and  He  is  calling  for  volunteers. 
The  call  that  came  to  Isaiah  comes  to 
every  one;  “Whom  shall  I send,  and  who 
will  go,”  and  the  answer  Isaiah  gave  should 
be  our  answer,  “Here  am  I,  send  me.” 
I always  like  to  think  of  the  Geneva 
bunch  when  I think  of  the  story  of  the 
Scots  Guards.  At  the  time  of  the  British 
War  in  West  Africa  they  were  drawn  up 
in  line  and  asked  by  the  general  who 
among  them  would  volunteer  for  the 
Ashantee  Expedition.  He  explained  the 
call  and  then  requested  those  who  would 
respond  to  step  one  pace  forward.  Then  he 
turned  away  for  a moment,  and  when 
he  looked  again  he  saw  them  all  in  an  un- 
broken dine,  just  as  they  had  been  before. 
“What!”  he  exc^laimed,  “the  Scots  Guards 
and  no  volunteers?”  “Sir,”  said  another 
officer,  ‘The  WhPle  dine  stepped  forward.” 
So  I hope  it  is  with  all  campers.  If  you  are 
not  serving  and  doing  as  our  Great  Comrade 
Jesiis  directs,  you  are  not  true  to  the 
Geneva  spirit.  How ‘dare  you  be  the  one 
to  break  the  Geneva dine?  And  then  those 
of  you  who  have  not  been  at  one  of  these 
great  camps,  will  you  not  plan  to  come  and 
avail  yourself  of  this  great  opportunity? 
Let  us  keep  on,  never  giving  up,  always 
hoping,  always  finding  new  courage, 
new  enthusiasm  and  determination,  then 
the  richness  and  fullness  of  the  Christian 
life  will  be  ours.
